tri-band beam, a 40-80 inverted 
V, and a home brew 2 meter 
ground plane were being 
dismantled, a proud but weary 
crew headed by Andy Clark, 
W4IYT, DCARPSC president, 
Don Murray, and WR4USA 
station trustee, Regis Kramer 
W4ILE took pleasure in 
originating the final message to 
Mae Burke, W3CUL, in Morton, 
Pa. thanking her for manning 
the other end of the teletype net 
over which most of the 
messages were transmitted. 
Mae and husband, W3VR 
relayed the messages to ap- 
propriate region traffic nets. 

On two evenings the operators 
performed an aspect of public 
service operation that is seldom 
mentioned. At 8 p.m. on August 
22 and again at6 p.m. August 23, 
equipment and operator safety 
became paramount con- 
siderations as violent demon- 
strations were an imminent 
possibility. The operators on 
duty secured all equipment and 
cables and carried the gear into 
the building then evacuated the 
area within five minutes. 
Fortunately, relatively little 
violence came to pass, though 
many tears were shed. 

Since most of the message 
traffic was sent via 2 meter FM 
to Joe Poerschke, WB4HIS for 
teletype relay, the station’s HF 
transceiver was kept busy by 
some 20 operators on 80-40-20-15 
CW and SSB. They provided the 
QSO’s to qualify 720 stations 
worldwide to receive the 
distinctive QSL card of this once 
in a lifetime station. 

QSL cards were mailed to all 
stations that sent an SASE to

SOMEBODY IN WASHINGTON LIKES US!!! 


Radio hams received the attention of Congress-the other day at 
Washington when Rep. Charles Thone, of Nebraska, inserted in the 
Record a statement warmly commending them and telling of some 
of their deeds. 

The text of Rep. Thone’s remarks follows: 

‘Mr. Speaker, radio amateurs, licensed by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to operate broadcasting stations ona non- 
commercial basis, call themselves hams. They form one of the 
most valuable groups in the United States in giving public service, 
particularly in times of emergency. 

“There are more than 270,000 hams licensed by the FCC and 
more than 100,000 are members of the American Radio Relay 
League, the ham’s association. Hams have provided advances in 
radio techniques, bouncing signals off the moon, and developing the 
single-sideband system, since adopted by the military as their 
means of communication. 

‘‘Hams provide the only link for the outside world in remote 
areas, such as Pitcairn Island. Hams were the means which Thor 
Heyerdahl’s Ra Expedition remained in touch as they crossed the 
ocean. 

‘‘Whenever there is a disaster, such as the flood at Rapid City, S. 
Dak., in 1972, or the Alaska tidal wave of 1964, the hams are on the 
air 24 hours a day providing communication. They serve in little 
publicized ways also. For example, a fire on railroad property in 
Nebraska was quickly extinguished earlier this year because it was 
reported by a radio amateur. 

“One of the greatest public service ventures involved with the 
war in Vietnam was organized by a Nebraska ham, Hugh Tinley. 
Back in 1967, he arranged with the Pentagon for establishment of 
an amateur radio station in Vietnam, operated by hams in service. 
Through this station and the hams in America, about 30,000 
mothers, wives, and children have talked to their servicemen in 
Vietnam in a project called Operation Hello. 

‘‘A man who had just escaped after being a prisoner on the 
Vietcong was able to inform his mother personally of his safety 
through Operation Hello. A mother who had just been informed that 
her son had been wounded was reassured by a personal call from 
him. A wife and mother of a Marine captain talked to him shortly 
before he was killed in a battle in Vietnam. They wrote: . . . You 
can understand how precious that call was.” 

Rep. Thone, in closing his remarks, spoke of the fact that ‘‘radio 
amateurs are organized to work both with the American Red Cross 
and Civil Defense.’’ He told of the Amateur Radio Week observance 
in June and the 58th birthday of the American Radio Relay League, 
adding a reference to the annual field day ‘‘for thousands of hams 
who will travel to unpopulated areas to test their abilities to operate 
under emergency conditions.’ With their own power supplies, they 
will be operating portable equipment, so that they will know they 
are ready to function in event of disasters.” 

The Nebraska lawmaker closed his remarks to Congress with the 
statement ‘‘America is grateful for the hams who serve us.”’

FCC WARNS AMATEUR LICENSEES 

AGAINST IMPROPER USE OF THEIR 
STATIONS IN 

HANDLING COMMERCIAL TRAFFIC 


The Commission has received 
recent evidence that a number 
of amateur licensees are 
engaged in handling business 
communications directly and 
indirectly involved in com- 
mercial operations. These com- 
munications are conducted on 
both the High Frequency bands, 
and in particular, of late, the 
VHF bands. In the former, 
manually operated phone-patch 
equipment usually is utilized. In 
the latter, repeaters using 
“auto-patch’’ equipment have 
been used on a widespread basis 
for interconnection with the

commercial telephone system. 
There has been tremendous 
growth of amateur repeater 
stations over the past few years. 
This has enabled amateur VHF 
communication from auto- 
mobiles over a large area of the 
country. An individual in a 
moving vehicle capable of 
accessing a repeater equipped 
for ‘‘auto-patch’’ operation, 
may easily communicate with 
practically anyone having a 
telephone. 

. Use of interconnection equip- 
ment is not prohibited in Part 97 
of the Rules. Automatic ‘‘auto- 
patch” equipment is being used 
increasingly by VHF repeater 
stations. There is evidence that 
this type of operation en- 
courages the handling of com- 
merical communications, 
which are not permissible in the 
Amateur Service. The Commis- 
sion is greatly concerned that 
such operation may seriously 
jeopardize the evolutionary 
development of the Amateur 
Service in accordance with its 
“charter’”’ contained in Section 
97.1 of the Rules.

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FLORIDA FAA NET 

When we call “CQ FAA Net” the 
question is often asked: ‘‘What is the 
FAA?”’ Lets try to answer briefly. 

In the early 1920s the Air Force was 
ordered to ‘‘fly the mail daily, coast-to- 
coast.’’ It soon became apparent that it 
took more than a few pilots and planes to 
do the job. With explosive swiftness a 
demand arose for bigger and safer planes; 
for light beacons to guide the pilots at 
night; for radio beacons to guide them 
anywhere at anytime; and for radio 
communications to permit the pilot to talk 
with the ground to obtain weather and 
traffic information. 

A small group of men with aviation as 
their lifes interest, designed, installed, 
maintained and operated the newly 
developed aviation equipments. They 
belong to a Gov’t agency which has now 
grown to more than 45,000 members—and 
is known as the FAA (Federal Aviation 
Administration). Some of the Old Timers 
who saw the first Air Mail flights are now 
Silent Keys, most are now retired. Their 
common interest in aviation is kept alive 
through the “FAA NETS.” (There are 
several, The Florida FAA NET is only one 
of them.

HINTS & KINKS 


If you have a sensitivity (S) 
meter on your receiver and you 
want to make a accurate check 
of the dial of receiver on two 
meter band or thru 220 MHz of 
(Plus or minus 100 kc) then try 
using a modified BC-906, in the 
coax line between the receiver 
and the antenna. Tune the BC- 
906 to the highest ‘‘S’’ meter 
reading. 

The modification is easy. 
First replace the fitting on front 


panel to a fitting that is suitable 
to your coax such as so-239 etc, 
and another such fitting at the 
rear of cavity chassis next to 
the 185 type tube. Connet the 
fitting to pin 3 of the tube socket. 
(Antenna coax connects to pin 
3) and the receiver coax con- 
nects to fitting at front panel of 
BC-906. 

You now have a frequency 
meter for VHF and also a cavity 
filter (tunable) that will cut off 
frequencies other tha (more or 
less one megacyle) than what 


the cavity is manually tune to. 

This cavity filter in this set-up 
is powered by the received RF 
so no battery or power supply is 


_ heeded to read frequency of the 


received signal. When the BC- 
906 is used as a field (RF) 
meter, batteries are needed. 
In case you want to correct 
your receiver frequency on 
receiver then tune BC906 dial to 
get highest ‘‘S’’ meter reading. 
Take the reading of frequency 
from the cavity dial chart. The 


frequency (Max on S meter) 
even when receiver is tuned off 
frequency slightly.

and have happily read it for over three 
years now. The following is copy of the 
note I received from Radio Moscow 
through a QSL card I got from them. I 
thought that you might be interested in 
printing it and let other ham operators 
know what USSR operators have to go 
through. 

“Soviet amateur radio had its beginning 
in the middle twenties. Fyodr Lbov in 
Gorky on the Volga started pounding the 
key of the first amateur station RIFL, in 
January 1925. Operating a 15-watt trans- 
mitter in the 96 meter band, he made two- 
way contact with France and England. 
The man who made the best DX contact is 
Ernest Krenkel, president of the national 
amateur radio union, called the 
Federation of Radiosport. Krenkel had the 
same call — RAEM — back in 1930 when 
he contacted Admiral Richard Byrd’s 
South Pole expedition. That was a true 
pole to pole QSO since RAEM was located 
in the Arctic. Both operators spanned a 
distance of 12,000 miles, with Krenkel 
using a 250 watt CW transmitter and a 
home-built two-tube receiver. 

“Electronics and with it ham radio, has 
taken giant strides since. Soviet amateur 
calls run into hundreds of thousands and 
are heard on all frequencies. 

“Besides ham operators we have other 
varieties of electronic enthusiasts 
listening on amateur and broadcast 
frequencies, high-speed transmission and 
“fox-hunts,” the latter is very popular 
among school children of the Soviet Union. 

“There is a far flung network of 
government supported radio clubs where 
one can get free instruction in radio 
electronics and in ham radio operation. 
These clubs are a great help both to the 
budding ham and to the old timer. 

“The city radio club in Moscow, like 
most of its counterparts, has several 
sections to take care of different interests 
— SWL, VHF, SW operators and do it 
youselves, each in a separate section. 
They meet to discuss the latest news, 
exchange ideas and experience and to give 
and receive technical advice. 

“All Soviet hams go through all the 
operations which entitle them to use CW, 
AM, and SSB. 

“To get an amateur station license you 
have to be 16. The bands assigned for ham 
operators here are 80, 40, 20, 15, 10, 2 
meters and shorter. Since English is the 
international ham language, Soviet 
operators use it for contacting amateurs in 
other countries. Of course, the  in- 
ternational Q-code signals and the stan- 
dard telegraphic constructions <.te used as 
well. 

“Amateur operators hav? regular 
contact on short and ultra-short waves 
thus promoting the development of 
amateur radio in the Soviet Union.” 

I hope that you can use the above or even 
a part of it. I know it is quite long but 

< maybe you will be able to shorten it up. 

Thank you very much and good luck in 
your future endeavors. 73.

Changes Affecting All Amateurs 


Primary station license for all. 

There are several new classifications of 
station, according to location and use. In 
the future, every operator must have a 
primary station license, so that every 
amateur will have a call sign. Normally, 
the primary station license will be issued 
for the amateur’s home address. However, 
those amateurs not having a permanent 
address (or those whose permanent ad- 
dress is outside FCC’s jurisdiction) should 
furnish the address of a relative or friend 
who will receive and forward mail to the 
licensee. There are additional station 
privileges, some of which may be com- 
bined with a primary station license: 
Repeater station, Control station, 
Auxiliary link station and Secondary 
station. At this point we suggest you have a 
look at the various definitions in Section 
97.3. Repeater stations will have a special 
call sign beginning with WR, and will not 
be combined with another station license. 
A secondary station is one at a vacation 
home, place of business, etc., up to now 
described as an additional station; the 
latter term now will include all those 
special uses we mentioned above. 

Which call to sign. 

In these new rules, the Commission 
returns (hooray, hooray!) to a tradition in 
amateur radio it abandoned a few years 
back. Every permanent collection of radio 
apparatus constituting an ‘‘amateur radio 
station’’ must have its own license, and its 
call sign will be used whenever the station 
is on the air. In other words, when you visit 
W1XYZ you sign his call, not your own as 
portable. Presumably, this also means — 
as it did in years past — that an amateur 
can’t check out the station of a future ham 
under the guise of ‘‘operating portable.”’ 

There’s another important change. If the 
visiting (control) operator holds a higher 
class of operator license than the station 
licensee (or trustee), he may if he wishes 
use the subband privileges to which he 
personally is entitled, but must then sign a 
dual call. ’Til now, a visiting amateur 
could not operate the station beyond its 
owner’s class of privileges. Three 
examples under the new look: 

1) WN6ABC operates W7XC — uses 
Novice bands, crystal control, telegraph, 
75 watts or less input, and signs W7XC. 

2) W7XC returns the visit; operates 
WN6ABC; uses Novice privileges, signs 
WNG6ABC. 

3) W7XC visits again; this time wants to 
use phone on 3820 kHz; now signs 
WN6ABC-W7XC. 

Both the station licensee and the control 
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operator will be responsible for the proper 
operation of the station. 
Visitors not FCC-licensed. 

Under the new rules, the licensee may 
permit any person to participate in 
amateur radiocommunications from his 
station, provided that a control operator is 
present and continuously monitors the 
radiocommunication to ensure compliance 
with the rules. The specific mention of 
radioteletype and radiotelephone in this 
connection has disappeared, along with 
the words requiring the licensed operator 
to throw the switches and sign off. Ac- 
cordingly, it should be possible, for in- 
stance, to let a visiting JA, or perhaps a 
shipboard operator, work cw from your 
station, when a U.S. ham is present as 
control operator. Visiting XEs and VEs, 
for example, can probably sit in on your 
club’s FD operations, too, if the logging 
operator meets the qualifications of 
control operator to supervise these QSOs. 
Technicians get more space. 

Technician Class licenses will be able to 
operate in 145.0-148.0 MHz. Obviously, this 
change is intended mainly to facilitate 
expanded repeater operation; however, it 
would also apply to other operations by 
Techs as well. 

Notification of portable and mobile 
operation. 

The burden of notifying district FCC 
engineers on portable or mobile journeys 
has been lessened considerably. All 
amateur stations (except military 
recreation stations and Auxiliary link 
stations) may operate as portables or 
mobiles. Whenever an amateur station is 
(or is likely to be) in portable operation at 
a single location for a period exceeding 15 
days, the licensee will give advance 
written notice of such operation to the 
designated FCC engineer-in-charge. But 
ordinarily, a mobile station is no longer 
required to notify FCC in advance of an 
extended trip! (There is some indication, 
though it is not spelled out, that a mobile 
station operating out of a single temporary 
location more than a hundred miles from 
home and for more than 15 days without 
returning home —e.g., a college student at 
school for a semester — should continue to 
notify as before.) 

Logging simplified. 

A written log must be maintained for 
each amateur radio station. The log needs: 
call sign and signature of the licensee; the 
signature of the control operator on duty 
and the call sign of his primary station, if 
he is other than the station licensee; the 
location of the station (mobile stations

enter ‘‘Local’’ when within 100 miles of 
home and otherwise, the locations of the 
first and last QSO each day); the input 
power ; type of emission and frequency or 
subband in use. These items need be en- 
tered only once until there is a change. 
Other entries for all stations which may 
be recorded in a form other than written 
but which can readily be transcribed by 
the licensee into written form: dates of 
operation; names of persons other than the 
control operator using the station either 
directly or indirectly, as for instance by 
phone patch (but repeaters don’t need to 
do this!); a notation of third party 
messages — apparently again including 
phone patch traffic — including names of 
participants and a brief description of the 
content; the calls of each station actually 
contacted (mobiles and repeaters are 
exempt from this! Control stations enter 
the call of each station in the control link, 
and an auxiliary link station enters the call 
of its associated station) ; all stations shall 
enter the times the station is put into or 
taken out of, service. Stations other than 
mobiles, repeaters, control stations and 
auxiliary link stations should also enter 
the times of commencing and terminating 
each exchange of radiocommunication. 
In other words, a large part of your daily 
log — even for DX chasing in the hf bands 
— can simply be talked onto a tape. 
Mobiles no longer need to remember, until 
the next stopping place, the hams they’ve 
worked. And as we see it, repeater 
operators no longer need their recorders! 
The requirement for technical main- 
tenance logs, proposed for repeaters back 
in 1970, was not adopted. Wisely, FCC 
decided that since the licensee is fully 
responsible for the technical performance 
of the station; as such, he will perform 
whatever maintenance and repair is 
necessary to.keep it legal. But all licensees

must keep on hand all components of their 
logs for a year, written or recorded. 
Miscellaneous. 

Where mechanical devices are used to 
send the call sign of a station in In- 
ternational Morse Code, the speed will not 
exceed 20 words per minute. Though this is 
primarily for repeater operators, it could 
apply also to RTTY stations and con- 
testers. 

For years the Communications Act of 
1934 as amended has contained the caution 
that only the minimum power required for 
communication should be used. This is 
now mentioned in Section 97.67(b) as well. 
It applies to all of us! 

The ‘‘banned list’’ of countries who don’t 
want us communicating with their 
amateurs is now specifically mentioned in 
the amateur rules: Section 97.89(a) (1) 
permits communication by amateurs 
“with other amateur stations, excepting 
those prohibited by Appendix 2.” Un- 
fortunately perhaps, an amateur still has 
the responsibility for keeping up to date 
with the latest FCC bulletin on the subject 
of banned countries; no list actually ap- 
pears in the rules. ; 

Amateurs are again warned that abuses 
of phone patches, manual or automatic, 
for transmission of commercial or 
business traffic, may lead to rules 
designed to curb abuses. Self-policing is 
far better in this area, fellows; let’s all 
watch this in transmissions from our own 
stations. Incidentally, FCC has beefed up 
its definition of permissible amateur 
communications thusly: ‘‘Amateur 
radiocommunication. Non-commercial 
radiocommunication by or among 
amateur radio stations solely with a 
personal aim and without pecuniary or 
business interest.’’
